COUNCIL MEETING. 


An Ordinance is Introduced Pro- 


hibiting tie Prize Fight 


Pictures. 


MIHISTERS ATTEBD THE MEETING 


And Asked the Aldermen to Pass the f 


Measure—It was Referred to a 


Committee—Other 
Business 


Transacted Last Night. 


At tbe meeting of tbe city council last 


evening an effort was made to pass an or- 
dinance prohibiting the exhibition of pic- 
tures of tbe prize fight through a kineto- 
scope. The ordinance, however, was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee to re 
port at the neit meeting. The movement 
against the showing of the pictures began 
with tbe members of the W. C. T. U., 
who circulated a petition among the peo- 
ple of the city asking the council to pass 
the law. The petition signed by over 
1000 poisons was presented to tbe council 
last evening. It was accompanied by an 
ordinance]which read that it should bo 
unlawful for any person, persons or cor- 
poration to show or exhibit within the 
city any pictures, photographs or repre- 
sentation of any prize fight or other bru- 
tal exhibition through a kinetoscope or 
any other machine. The ordinance and 
Ktltiou were to be acted upon at the same 
time. 


Johnson made a motion to refer tbe 


matter to the ordinance committee. 
Mr. 


tarter said that as a member of tbe First 
Baptist church of Decatnr be bad been re- 
quested fay the congregation on last Sun- 
day to state to tbe council that tbe church 
was in favor of the petition and to con- 
sider that their names had been signed to 
It. This, he said, would make a total of 
over 1700 people who want the ordinance 
passed. Mr. Carter made a motion for 
the suspension of rule 15 and the passage 
of the ordinarce. Mr. Ahrena said that 
if the council stopped tbe kinetoscope it 
would also have to stop horse racing and 
foot ball. 


Mr. Montgomery stated to tbe council 


that a committee was present who wished 
to talk on the subject and asked that tbe 
council grant them permission to speak. 
This was allowed and Rev. A. W. Haw- 
kins gave a short talk. He said that be 
was present in behalf of about 1700 per- 
sons who wanted tho exhibition prohibit- 
ed. 
Some of the metropolitan secular 


newspapers had suggested that Nevada be 
withdrawn from the statehood for allow- 
ing the light to tako place. If then the 
prize fight was such a bad thing why did 
the people want the pictures of it. He 
did not see how auy good could come 
from the representation of such a terrible 
scene and be asked tbe council in behalf 
of tbe homes, tbe young men and boys 
and the best interests of the city to pass 
the ordinance. 


Rev. D. K. MacGregor, pastor of the 


First Baptist church, was also present 
and was allowed to speak. He said that 
the moral effect of the pictures would be 
tbe same as the fight itself and be urged 
tbe council not to permit tbe exhibition 
to take place ' 


P. P. Laughlin also made a few re- 


marks on the subject. 


W. T. Wells, who was one of tbe com- 


mittee representing the petition signers, 
said that it bad been generally conceded 
that Nevada had disgraced berself in the 
eyes of the nation and he did not see why 
Decatur should disgrace herself. 


Mayor Conklin also expresbed himself. 


He said that there was no doubt but that 
the young mind was Fu»eptible to evil 
Influences. 
He 
remembered how tbe 


small boys went to see an entertainment 
at the theatre where a duel to death was 
found and the next day .tried to stab their 
friends with wooden lathes. He added 
that he thought tbe ordinance would be a 
good one to pass. 


Tbe vote was then taken on the motion 


to suspend the rule and place the ordi- 
nance on its passage. Tbe vote stood 9 
to 5, Abrens, Bold, Gogrrty, Bill and 
Johnson voting nay and all the other: 
voting aye. Mr. Abrens stated when be 
voted no that he did so because be want- 
ed to let the foot ball games go on next 
summer 
The mayor declared the mo- 


tion carried, but Mr. Montgomery said 
that he was sorry to state that it was not 
carried because it was necessary In such 
case to have a two-thirds vote instead of a 
majority. 


Tbe vote to refer to tbe ordinance com- 


mittee was then taken and resulted II to 
3, Carter, DeWItt and Gehbart voting 
nay. 
Mr. Montgomery moved that the 


committee be instructed to report at the 
next meeting and Mr. Carter moved that 
tbe members of the committee retire tor 
15 minutes and then make their report. 


Colonel Matblas thought that tbe mat- 


ter ought not to be rushed and that tbe 
oommitte" ought to have two weeks ID 
which to consider the ordinance. Mr. 
Irwin then got out bis list of roles and 
declared thai a majority of votes wen 
enough to pass tbe resolution bat tbe 
other aldermen Insists:! that he was 
wrong and tbe matter wai dropped.

more good American sense than the man 
who extended tbe clussiaed list to embrace 
persons acting in such capaciites 
After 


the resignation was accepted Mr. Her- 
mann was notified by the civil service 
commission that be might have the privi 
Ige of selecting a private secretary from a 
list of three names they would present 
Being a sensible man this digested him 
and be nerved notice that before be would 
•elaot a private secretary in such a way 
the position might remain vacant. These 
•re the thing- which disgust sensible men 
with the whole rotten civil service bu«i 
ness. No system is acceptable which ore 
•tea such conditions as these and there are 
multitudes of them. The idea that Mr 
Hermann could select a suitable and nil 
able person in tbe capacity of a confiden 
tlal clerk when there was nothing betore 
him bnt the Ink which formed the names 
on a piece of paper. He could not tel 
whether the man be selected bad red hair 
or was bald headed. He could not tei 
what tbe character of tbe man is nor 
what big reputation is. Ha could not tel 
•whether be smoked cigarettes or ate opi 
am or garlic. He could not tell whether 
the man he should chch.se in that way is a 
dude or an ordinary mortal, whether be 
•offered from a torpid liver or a ba< 
breath, or Is a man who would bo rellabli 
and congenial and safe in that capacity 
To main -a selection in that way would 
be a dangerous leap In tbe dark and when

ANIMALS SHAM OcATH. 


*. Clever Fox That Came to Life and 


Fooled Illn Captor. 


Two ra«.es are on record of foxes be- 


ing disc-overed in henhouses. In each 
case the fox not only completely de- 
ceived t'he finder, but allowed himself 
to be dragged out by the brush and 
thrown doun. in the one case in a field 
nr.d in the other on a dunghill. In each 
instance ihe fo\ then jumped up and 
ran away. Another example is that of 
a fox v. hielx dangled across a man's 
shoulder as it allowed itself to be car- 
ried along a road for more than a mile. 
At last it bit the man irad was promptly 
dropped. A cat \MIS observed to carry 
a weasel home in its mouth, the weasel 
dangling hopelessly. 
The door -was 


closed and the cat, in conformity with 
its usual habit, mewed to gain admis- 
sion. To mew, however, it had to set 
clown the weasel, which jumped up and 
fastened on its nose.

ng every appearance of being dead, 
was pu1 in a man's pocket. Presently 
violent struggles were felt and the man 
Irew the bird out.

It was then 
set upon the ground and watched from 
behind some cover. In a short time it 
raised its head, looked around and de- 
ramped at full sjieed. A singular fact 
that mu.st not bo overlooked in connec- 
ion with this phenomenon is that some 
mimals have been found to be actual! 
lead which were at first thought to be 
shamming.

bund t-his to be the case with a squirrel 
whieh he lind caught in a cloth ami 
with which he \\nnted to experiment 
with regard to the feigning of death. 


Sir E. Tennent also relates in his 
wk on the "Natural History of Cey- 
on" that the wild elephant sometimes 
lies when being taken from the corral 
by tam>' elephants. Further, he relates 
a case in vthieth, being convinced that 
in elephant was dead, he Iiad its la-sh. 
ngs taken off, lie andia friend leaning 
igainst it the while to rest. Hardly 
lad they left it when it rose hurriedly, 
and. 
trumpeting vociferously, rushed 


off in the jungle. The fact, horn-ever, 
hat a squirrel oran elephant when cap- 
iired^unhurl \\ill die is sufficient, to 
show that a most powerful nervous 
lerang<'m°!it of .some sort is induced. 


When the late Joseph Thomson lec- 


nred^on his African experiences he re- 
nted how the first buffaloc-he 
shot 


ossed him. and how, when he came to 
limself and tried to sit up, he found his 
intagonist glaring at him a few yards 
way. He told how he recollected that 
a buffalo does not try to to.ss a creature 
%hich shows no signs of life, and how 
le let his head sink slowly back and lay 
ihamming death. 


Pheasants, in flying across wide 


itretches of water, have been noticed 
suddenly to fall. Tn this way they axe 
apparently drowned. 
It is perhaps 


dangerous to assert positively that fear 
r, here the active cause of death; yet 
re are apparently justified in believing 
thait a paroxysm of fear can produce 
udden death. The squirrel and the 
lephant may have died of fright; eer- 
ainly death in man can be produced 
jy sudden fear, and although man has 
a much more sensitive nervous mcjehan- 
sm, the loweranimals have an extreme- 
y active instinct of fear. 


Frof. Lloyd Morgan mentions the case 


if a surfaceman working in the Severn 
unnel who was nearly killed by a train, 
t is stated that "his attention was so 
riveted that h* was unable to make, 
jr rather he felt mo desire to make, the 
ppropriate movements;" that he could 
tot help watching the train, but felt 
10 terror.

the treasury department, was appoint-

]'rof. Webber is act inclined to dis- 


count the importance of an early solu- 
tion of the problem, lie has not in- 
\ e-,tiqMt«d the propagation of the plant 
further than to ascertain, from the his- 
tory of its introduction into the St. 
John's, that it multiplies Mith niar- 
\ pious rapidity. It seems to have found 
conditions here well adapted to iU 
prow-th, and unless precautionary legis- 
lation is enacted by the Florida legisla- 
ture to prevent its introduction into 
oilier water courses and lakes it is his 
belief that but a few years will pass 
before every river, stream and lake of 
Die state will be infested by it. 


Prof. Webber's version of the history 


of the introduction of the plant into the 
Jrt. John's, is practically the eame as 
that of Capt. W. A. Shaw, of the steamer 
Cuv of Jacksonville. \V. P. Fuller, of 
5'ilirevvater, brought the first seeds to 
•the state and planted them in a pond. 
The plants crowded out all others. He 
ilcared the pond, throwing the roots 
of the hychiths into the St. John's. 
This w as"in the year 1892 or 1893. Prof. 
"Webber does not think that Mr. Fuller 
t!irev\ the roots into the river later than 
l^M, for, granting the plant great mill- 
tiplvitig power, it is difficult to realize 
that these few roots developed into 
thousands of acres within four yearn. 


"If all the seed of any one plant were 


to grow and develop, not many year* 
\vould be required for that particulai 
pl.int to overrun tbe earth," baid he,

lished to give. It is designed, on tbe con- 
trary, to prove the greatest support to 
those institutions of learning and to bring 
to them many times tbe number of stu- 
dents who have hitherto sought their 
halls for tbe purpose of thorough and ac- 
curate training. It is tbe design of tbe 
extension movement to build tie Inviting 
bridges of peace over the Jcbasms which 
have in many cases separated the masses 
of the people from tbe masters of litera- 
ture, science and art; and to establish be- 
tween them eucb relations of amity and 
concord that the common people will re- 
ceive a hundred fold more than hitherto 
of the benefits of the higher culture, 
while the colleges,universities, seminaries 
and institutes in which literature, science 
and art have their highest development, 
will receive from the people a hundred 
fold the 
encouragement and support 


which they have hitherto enjoyed. 


These objects will be carried out by 


courses of instruction carefully prepared. 
It Is a home wrrk intended to carry on 
the work of self-culture by individual 
effort in local centers. Tho first year's 
course is divided Into twelve or monthly 
parts as follows:

4. First Half of Middle Ages 
5. Second Half Middle Ages,
